— I.  Orders  gun  chests,  all  S.A.A.,  spare  parts  box,  spare 
oil,  indirect  fire  and  night-firing  stores,  signal  pistol 
and  tools,  to  be  unloaded  from  limber  and  placed  in 
positions  near  guns. 

2.  Sends  limber  to  rear  position. 

3.  Reconnoitres  for  spare  water  for  guns  and  informs  S.C. 

where  it  is. 

Supporting  Guns. 

Orders  same  as  for  forward  guns.  Commanders  must  get  in 
touch  with  rifle  units.  If  ordered  to  cover  foremost 
localities,  must  keep  guns  laid  on  them. 

Reserve  Guns. 

Commanders  must  get  in  touch  with  rifle  units,  and  recon¬ 
noitre  for  positions  to  protect  reserve  locahties.
